Yarn required 

Fontana 3-PLY BABY WOOL 
or Fontana SOFTLY SOFTLY 4 o*s 

One No 12 or No 10 crochet hook. 
Ribbon. 4 small Beutron buttons. 



To fit birth to 3 months. 
To fit 3 to 6 months. 


TENSION 


3 cl equals 2 inches across. 

6 cl equals 2 inches down. 

This paragraph is most important—read 
it carefully before commencing your 
garment. 

You have obtained the correct fontana 
wool, you have obtained the correct 
needles, but to obtain the correct 
measurements it is essential that you 
work to the tension stated. The rule on 
the opposite page is for your conveni¬ 
ence and guidance. Please use it. We 
suggest you work a small sample in this 
stitch before commencing the garment, 
then place the rule across it and see if 
your tension corresponds. If you are un¬ 
able to obtain the correct tension, pro¬ 
ceed as follows: If you have less stitches 
than the number stated use a finer 
needle. If you have more stitches than 
the number stated use a coarser needle. 


ABBREVIATIONS 


Alt, alternate; beg, beginning; cl, 
cluster; ch, chain; dc, double crochet; 
cluster; ch, chain; dc, double crochet; 
foil, following; inc, increase; ins, in¬ 
ches; patt, pattern; rep, repeat; rsf, 
right side facing; sts, stitches; si st, 
slip stitch; sp, space; tr, treble. 

Note: A cluster is made by working 4 
trebles into one space. 

Use No 12 hook for small size. 

Use No 10 hook for larger size. 

BOOTEES 

Make 35 ch. 

1st row: Miss 3 ch, (1 tr into each ch) 
to end of row, turn. 


2nd row: SI st into 2nd tr, 3 ch, 3 tr 
into 2nd tr of row below, * miss 3 tr, 
4 tr into next tr; rep from * 6 times, 
turn. 

3rd row: SI st to centre of first cl, 3 
ch, 3 tr into centre of first cl, (4 tr into 
centre of each cl) to end. 

Rep this row twice. Fasten off. 

With rsf, join yarn to 12th tr of start¬ 
ing row, 3 ch, 1 tr into each of the next 

9 ch, turn. 

Next row: 3 ch, 1 tr into 2nd tr, (1 tr 
into each tr) to end, turn. 

Rep the last row 4 times. Fasten off. 
With rsf, rejoin wool at right hand 
edge of starting row. 

Next row: 3 ch, 1 tr into next 10 tr, 

10 tr along side of instep, 10 tr across 
top of instep, 10 tr along other side of 
instep, 10 tr into next 10 tr, turn. 

2nd row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into 

each tr to end, turn. 

3rd row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into 

next 18 tr, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 10 

tr, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 19 tr, turn. 

4th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 
17 tr, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 10 tr, 
miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 18 tr, turn. 

5th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into each 
of the next 16 tr, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into 

next 10 tr, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 17 tr, 
Fasten off. 

BONNET 

Make 67 ch. 

1st row: Miss 3 ch, 3 tr into next ch, 

* miss 3 ch, 4 tr into next ch; rep from 

* 15 times. (16 clusters). 

2nd row: SI st l z centre of first cl, 
3 ch, 3 tr into first cl, 1 cl into each of 
♦He next 15 cl, turn. 

Rep this row 12 times (14 rows in all). 
Fasten off. 

Rejoin wool to 25th ch of starting 
row. 

1st row: 1 tr into each of the next 16 
ch, turn. 

2nd row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into 
next 15 tr, turn. 

Rep this row 10 times. Fasten off. 

MATINEE JACKET 

YOKE: 

Make 65 ch. 

1st row: Miss 3 ch, 1 tr into next 61 
ch, turn. (62 tr). 

2nd row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 
2 tr, (2 tr into next tr, 1 tr into next 4 
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tr) 11 times, 2 tr mto next tr, 1 tr into 
next 3 tr, turn. (74 tr). 

3rd row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into 

each of the next 73 tr, turn. 

4th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 

tr, (2 tr into next tr, 1 tr in next 4 tr) 

14 times, 2 tr into next tr, 1 tr into next 
tr, turn. (89 tr). 

5th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into 

each of the next 88 tr, turn. 

6th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, (2 tr into 
next tr, 1 tr into next 4 tr) 17 times, 2 
tr into next tr, 1 tr into next 2 tr, turn. 
(107 tr.) 

7th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into the 
next 106 tr, turn. 

8th row: 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 tr into next 
2 tr, (2 tr into next tr, 1 tr into next 4 
tr) 20 times, 2 tr into next tr, 1 tr into 
next 3 ir, turn. (128 tr). 

9th row: 3 ch, (2 tr into next tr, 1 tr 
into next 5 tr) 20 times, 2 tr into next 
tr, 1 tr into next 3 tr, 2 tr into each of 
the next 2 tr, 1 tr into last tr. (151 tr). 

MAIN PART: 

Now work left front as follows:— 

1st row: SI st to 2nd tr, 3 ch, 3 tr into 
2nd tr, (miss 3 tr, 4 tr into next tr) 6 
times, turn. 

2nd row: 3 ch, 1 tr into last tr of prev¬ 
ious row, * 4 tr into centre of first cl; 
rep from * to end of row, turn. 

3rd row: SI st to centre of first cl, 
1 cl into next 7 cl, 1 cl into end tr, turn. 

4th row: 3 ch, 1 tr into end tr of cl, 
1 cl into centre of same cl, (1 cl into 
each cl) to end, turn and si st to centre 
of first cl. 

5th row: 1 cl into each of the next «S 
cl, 1 cl into end tr, turn. 

This completes armhole shapings. 

Now work 13 rows, working 1 cl into 
each cl of row below. Fasten off. 

LEFT SLEEVE: 

Rejoin yarn to next tr on last row of 
yoke. 

1st row: 1 cl into this tr, (miss 3 tr, 

1 cl into next tr) 6 times, turn. 

2nd row: 3 ch, i tr into last tr of 
previous row, (1 cl into each cl) 7 times, 

2 tr into last tr of end cl, turn. 

3rd row: 3 ch, 3 tr into end tr of row 
below, (1 cl inio each cl) 7 times, 1 cl 
into end tr, turn. 

4th row: 3 ch ,1 tr into last tr of cl 
below, (1 cl into each cl) 9 times, 2 tr 
into last tr of end cl, turn. 

5th row: 3 ch, 3 tr into end tr of row 
below, (1 cl into each cl) 9 times, 1 cl 
into end tr, turn and si st to centre of 
first cl. 

Now work 13 rows as for front. 


3 V 

Next row: 3 ch, 1 tr into each tr of 
every cl of row below, turn. 

Next row: SI st into 2nd tr, 3 ch, 3 tr 
into same tr (miss 3 tr, 1 cl into next 
tr) 10 times. Fasten off. 



Rejoin yarn to next tr of last row of 
yoke. 

1st row: 3 ch, 3 tr into first tr, (miss 
3 tr, 1 cl into next tr) 12 times, turn. 

2nd row: 3 ch, 1 tr into last tr of 
previous row, (1 cl in each cl) 13 times, 
2 tr into last tr of end cl, turn. 

3rd row: 3 ch, 3 tr into the end tr of 
row below, (1 cl into each cl) 13 times, 

1 cl into end tr, turn. 

4th row: 3 ch, 1 tr into last tr of 
previous row, (1 cl into each cl) 15 times, 

2 tr into last tr of end cl, turn. 

5th row: 3 ch, 3 tr into end tr of row 
below, (1 ci into each cl) 15 times, 1 cl 
into end tr, tu r n and si st to centre of 
first cl. 

Now work 13 rows as for front. 
Fasten off. 

RIGHT SLEEVE: 

Rejoin yarn to next tr of last row of 
yoke and work right sleeve exactly as 
for left. 



Rejoin yarn as before and work as 
for left front, reversing armhole shap¬ 
ing. 


M^KE UP 


Bootees. Press very lightly. Join 
back seam and underfoot seam. 

Bonnet. Press very lightly. Join back 
seam. 

Jacket. Press very lightly. Join arm¬ 
hole seams. Join side and sleeve seams 
by catching together the edges of the end 
clusters. 

Now crochet edging thus:— 

(1 dc into next sp) twice, * 1 dc, 3 ch, 
1 dc into next sp, (1 dc into next sp) 3 
times; rep from * to end. 

Use this edging to complete bottom 
edge, sleeve edges, and neck edge of 
jacket, around top of bootees and face 
of bonnet. Double crochet along side 
edges of yoke, making 4 small loops by 
working 3 dc into one space at equal 
distance along right front yoke. 

Sew on buttons. Thread ribbon 
through neck and sleeve edges on jacket, 
through bootees and neck edge of bon¬ 
net as shown. END
